2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case 
unpatentability of the group I invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the group 
II invention, since the device of the group I invention could be made by the processes /method 
materially different from those of the group II invention. For example, in claim 9, etching away 
said minimum feature size floating poly member from the insualtive material except for two 
poly remnants adjacent to the insulative material and laterally spaced apart by less than said 
minimum feature size gloating poly member with a corresponding feature size substantially 
smaller than the minium feature size floating poly member
